trade, for which he is entitled to. the gratitude of the publio. : 
He has been at great pains in collecting his facte and figures, 
and has arrived at the conclusion that the wholesale export 
of wheat is depleting these proyinggs. On the other hand, 
Mr. O’Conor thinks that ag long as there is no reduction in ‘the 
“total area under wheat cultivation, the export can do no 
harm. .. His opinion -is hased on thd. repory of the Famine 
Commission, which held the yiew thht in an year of average 
crops these provinces could spare 42 lakhs of mannds of 
wheat for export, ‘Mr. O’Conor estimates the produce’ of 
last year at six crores-of mannds, and thinks that only .19 
percent. of the population use wheat, In this way he 
argues that there wag. a surplus of one crore of maunda. of 
Wheat in these provinces. Mr. Holderness does not ‘aecept 
the theory that only 10. per cent. of. the Aas eat 
wheat, The poorer classes have no special, fondness for; tl

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~ O’Conor would be upse¢, Another cause which com pells cultiva- 
tors tote content with the use of the coarse grains is the great 
enhancement of rent. They work hard from sunrise to sunset 
under the scorching sun of May and June and in the biting cold 
of December and January, not in order to get wheat for their | 
food, but in order to pay the land tax, so that heaven-born 
Civilians’ may be able to live like princes, The country 
is sinking more and more into poverty, and the standard of 
life for the people is getting lower and lower every day. If 
the next kharif crop turns out to be below half the average, 
these provinces will not be able to tide over their difficulties 
without the import of grain, but no other province can spare 
any large quantity. Mr. Holderness deserves high praise 
for the skill and sagacity with which he has disproved 
Mr, O’Conor’s theories, but he has suggested no remedy for 
the present state of things. He is opposed to any interference 
with the export of wheat, although he admits that wheat will 
not get cheaper than 14 or 16 seers the rupee, even at the 
time of harvest; and that there is widespread disaffection 
among the people owing to high prices. It is time that 
effectual remedial measures should be adopted. ey 


The Natrang (Agra), of the 27th July, says that it appears 
from the report of the Government 

of India and the ‘memorandum of 
Mr, O’Conor on the export of wheat, that the area under 
wheat cultivation in these provinces and the Panjab: ‘has 
increased and that the last rabi crop was not a bad one. 
Hence it may be assumed. that the extremely high prices 
which have prevailed for some months past are entirely due to 
the heavy exports of wheat. The cultivators, owing to their 
poverty, have to sell the crop, even before it is reaped, at 
comparatively low rates, and therefore it is not the culti- 
vators but the rich grain-dealers who profit by the rise in 
prices.

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is the best ‘place for its location: The Thomason Engineer- 
ing College at Roorkee had better be reorganized on the prin- 
ciples of the Seebpur Engineering College, the formation of 
a special class for training mechanical apprentices being very 
necessary. The course of training at the college need not 
exceed three years, as recommended by the Committee. . 
But-the Azdd is unable to approve of the committee’s sug- 
gestion-as to the Anglo-Vernacular Middle Class- Examination 
certificate being a sine qua non for admission to the college. 
Such a restriction would lead.to the exclusion of boys who 
haye received their education at their homes and have not 
passed that examination, . The college authorities should 
themselves examine the boys who seek admission, The 
growing poverty of these provinces is'in a great measure 
due to the neglect of technical education, and therefore the 
necessity for the encouragement of such education cannot be 
over-rated, As thé subject has, been taken into consider- 
ation by the Local Government, something is now sure to be 
done. Inthe 10th and 1lth paragraphs of its report, the 
committee has made some observations regarding the course of 
technical education and the employment of boys who have passed 
through that course. In the golleges in these provinces science 
is not taught in a systematic way. At present the B. A. class 
students are at liberty to take the A. or the B. course, but they 
generally elect the A. course, the B. or science course being 
considered the more difficult of the two, thus the scien- 
tific education in the colleges is nominal. It would seem 
that in Bombay and Madras technical education is given to a 
boy after he has finished his college career. This practice 
may be suited to those provinces where children are taught 
the English alphabet as soon as they begin to speak, but it 
will be open to serious objection in these provinces, where. 
boys commence their English studies at the age of 10 or 11 
and have to study hard for nine or ten years. before they 
obtain their B, A, degrees. The establishment of night 
classes in this hot‘country is simply out of the question, The 
Ardd describes the management of the soa able industria!

Ondh. and that in some other European 
countries education has even been made compulsory, But it is 
to be regretted that in ‘these provinces, far from affording 
additional facilities to scholars, Government has lately placed 
impediments in their way. Such a retrograde policy is highly 
reprehensible and is even injurious to British rulé, because 
an empire founded on the ignorance of the people can- 
not last long. The Director of Public Instruction has fixed 
the maximum number of boys for each class:in a college 
or school at 60. This unjust restriction will result in the 
exclusion of many boys from schools and colleges. Some 
students in the Muir College who failed at the last Uni- 
versity examinations have been turned out of the college 
for reasons best known to the college authorities, Formerly 
the boys in the lower classes'in the college had to pay a fee 
of only Rs. 8a month, but lately ‘a uniform rate of Rs. 5 has 
been fixed for each class. The increase in the fee will prevent 
many clever but poor boys from prosecuting their studies, 
Again, the Professors and teachers in colleges and schools, as 
arule, do not lecture the scholars as they should, but simply 
tell them to get up their lessons in the best way they can, 
Many boys are consequently obliged to engage private tutors, 
No student of the Muir College passed in the: first 
at the last University éxaminations. ~-It is the duty of 
Government to follow the example of European Governments 
and spare no efforts to encouragé edueation, The managers
